Duly  sworn  states  J  an  26  years  of  age,  of  Dutch  nationality 
born  at  Ueester  Cornel  is.

On  the  12th  of  lay  1943  I  "s  arrested  by  the  Japanese  Kempeitai 
Tandjong  Priok  and  accused  of  underground  activities  also  for  hiding  and 
assisting  a  Dutch  soldier-  I  was  locked  in  a  cell  and  frequently  taken 
out  and  interro  atod  by  0N0D33A  and  -uv-Jj..  I  was  kicked  and  beaten  with 

\j  a  bamboo.  On  the  22nd  of  June  1943  I  vns  released.^  after  I  had  been  made 
to  promise  to  locate  said  Dutch  soldier  who  was  still  at  large,  and  also 
to  get  any  important  information  I  could  and  report  same  to  the  Ttempeitai. 
However,  I  neither  located  the  Dutch  soldier,  nor  gave  any  information.  I 
also  had  to  report  to  the  ICompeitai  once  a  fortnight  in  order  that  they 
could  check  up  on  me.  I  even  evaded  this  as  much  as  possible  by  asking 
my  mother  to  report  to  them  that  I  was  sick.  Early  in  November  1943  I 
had  been  at  the  Kempeitai,  reporting  myself,  I  saw  a  female  standing  in 
the  corridor  adjacent  to  the  interrogation  rooms.  3he  was  handcuffed  and 
appeared  to  be  waiting  to  be  taken  away  somewhere.  I  did  not  know  who  she 
was  but  I  did  not  notice  anything  wrong  with  her. 

/ \  [On  or  about  the  13th  of  November  1°!  3«  CrTCDSU*  came  to  my  home,  but  I  was 
absent.  However,  he  left  a  message  that  I  was  to  report  at  the  Kempeitai 
the  following  day  as  he  wished  me  to  act  as  interpreter. 

Accordingly  the  following  morning  November  14th  (?)  I  presented  myself  to 
the  Kempeitai  and  I  was  ordered  into  an  interrogation  room  and  told  to  wait. 
After  a  few  minutes  a  lady  was  brought  in  by  an  Indonesian  policeman.  I 
recognized  her  as  the  lady  I  had  s?eu  once  before  in  the  corridor,  however, 
this  time  when  I  saw  her,  3‘"e  was  black  and  blue  on  many  parts  of  her  body 
which  were  visible,  including  her  face.  A  few  minutes  later,  about  10  am. 
0N0DERA  entered  the  room  and  ordered  the  lady  to  sit  on  the  floor.  He  then 
ordered  me  to  question  her.  I  asked  him  the  lady's  name  and  what  questions 
I  was  to  ask  her.  He  replied  that  she  was  Mrs.  7 >2  .  A\TdR3!  and  I  was  to  ask 

her  what  she  had  done  with  some  revolvers  (she  having  been  connected  with 

these  arms  by  a  man  named  .ANDHLTU,  who  had  also  been  a  Kempeitai  victim). 
Before  I  had  actually  asked  the  question  CIiODJRA  started  to  bear  Mrs.  7AM 
•AVER2tT  about  the  legs  with  a  bamboo.  He  then  stood  on  her  legs  with  the 
heels  of  his  boots,  still  beating  her.  Mrs.  'AN  ATIREW  denied  all  know¬ 
ledge  of  the  revolvers.  So  I  told  her  unbeknown  to  0IT0DBRA  that  if  she 

did  know  something  it  would  be  as  well  to  admit  same,  and  save  herself 

punishment.  However,  sne  still  denied  all  knowledge  of  the  weapons.  By 
this  time  QNCD3RA,  still  standing  on  her  legs,  was  beating  her  on  the 
back  of  the  neck,  arms  and  elbow/s.  Eventually,  Mrs,  VAN  ./AVER  EH  stated  the 
revolvers  were  hidden  in  a  well  near  her  house;  OIDDERA  ordered  a  search  to 
be  made  of  the  well,  -hilst  the  search  was  on,  Hrs.  VAN  'AVEREH  was  not 
interferred  with.  After  a  short  time  the  search  party  returned  saying  that 
nothing  had  been  found,  which  resulted  in  more  beating  for  T"rs.  VAN  AV2R3M# 


At  1  pm.  there  was  an  interval  for  food,  then  at  I.30  pm  the  interrogation 
commenced  again.  Mrs.  VAN  .-AVERS.'  was  laid  on  her  back  on  the  fl&or  of  the 
room.  0H0DDRA  was  standing  on  her  shins.  Then,  with  the  bamboo  which  he 
gripped  with  both  hands,  he  prodded  her  on  all  parts  of  the  body,  especially 
her  breasts,  stomach  and  vagina.  At  other  times  he  pressed  hard  on  the 
bamboo,  that  at  times  she  could  hardly  get  her  breath.  He  would  also  at 
intervals  move  his  feet  around  on  her  legs  in  order  to  cause  more  pain. 

This  method  he  kept  up  during  the  remainder  of  the  interrogation.  In  order 
1  to  be  left  alone  for  a  while,  'rs.  V..M  -.7 SR  DM  said  she  had  hidden  the 

1  revolvers  in  a  trunk  in  her  house.  OiiODER..,  an  Indonesian  and  I  then  went 

to  her  house  which  I  think  was  on  Nieuw  Guinea  road,  but  found  nothing. 

/hen  we  returned  the  same  procedure  wa.3  adopted.  Mus.  VAN  WAVEREN  then 
stated  she  had  sold  the  revolver  to  a  Chinese  (name  unknown).  By  this  time 
she  was  in  a  pitiful  state.  She  spoke  to  me  and  said  "why  do  they  treat  me 
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so;  why  don't  they  murder  me  end  Have  done".  She  was  bleeding  from 
various  lacerations,  and  during  the  interrogation  her  clothes  had  become 
disarranged  and  I  sat;  bruise3  end  scars  from  previous  beating  and  her 
clothes  were  badly  stained  with  blood.  The  Chinese  whom  Mrs.  7  AN  .AVERM 
had  named  was  arrested  rnd  subjected  to  severe  beating  which  lasted  from 
5.30  pm.  to  7  P^-> 

During  this  time  Mrs.  VAN  ..‘AVSRET  who  was  in  another  room  was  not  ques¬ 
tioned.  at  7  pm.  I  was  told  that  I  was  no .longer  required. _  So  I  returned 
home.  I  had  nothing  more  to  do  with  Mrs.  vVdl  '..AVER3N  and  did  not  know 
how  she  fared  until  about  a  month  la.-er.,  I  was  told  by  a  servant  employed 
with  the  Kenpeitai  that  Mrs.  VAN  ViAVSRSN  had  died.  I  do  not  know  the  date 
she  died,  but  it  must  have  been  some  time  in  November  1943 • !
